SESAME BAKED CHICKEN 


2 3 cups fine cracker crumbs Combine cracker crumbs and toasted 
cup toasted sesame seed sesame seed. Dip chicken pieces in 

(spread on baking sheet and heat in milk, then roll in cracker crumbs. 

oven 350 degrees for 10 mins.) Pour melted butter into baking dish ; 
1 chicken, cut-up broiler or frier 114s ax 1%.Dip skin side of chicken Z

4, cup butter or margarine, melted mx side up. Bake uncovered in a moderate oven”

serving platter; garnish with parsley.
